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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Kiels does not deal 
with a plurality of subscibers. In response, Kiels deals with each of a plurality of subscibers, as described in Applicant's claim 1. With 
regard to the argument that Kiehls does not disclsoe imposing bandwidth limitations, Kiels discloses imposing bandwidth limitations (p.2, 
21 and p. 3, 26). User activity is monitored, and limitations are implemented, if necessary. The Applicant argues that upstream, 
downstream, and usage information is not provided to the user upon request; however, Kiels discloses that the user may monitor their 
activity, including remaining units or balance (p.3, 35). Thus, Kiels reads onto Applicant's claim 10, which claims "sending information to 
each of the subscribers indicating the balance of the account of the respective subscriber". Regarding the arguments that Kiels does not 
disclose providing multiple thresholds per subscriber/penalties per subscriber (which operate simultaneously), automatically restoring 
users' bandwidth based on time, or offering the option to carry forward previous balances into the next interval, none of these limitations 
are found in the claims. . 
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
